BY 25,000 


From reports up to 12 o’clock 
last night the vote taken on the 
“iquor Act yesterday was carried in 
round numbers by about 25,009 of 
a majority. The Cart usually goes 
to press Wednesday afternoon but 
having waited for the returns until 
morning can now only give the 
results as obtained in a general way.

Dipping 13,000 
Head of Cattle 


The dipping of 13,000 cattle i+ 


looked upon as just the ordinary 
thing—the work of the ranchers at 
this season of year. Still it is a 


a great amout of work. 

To start with it means that the 
ranchers for days before have their 
riders scour the country for miles 
around and gather up all the cattle 
belonging to them and finally 
round them all up together at a 
point from whence they proceed to 
the place where they are tobe 
dipped, 

“The dip” as it is most usually 
spoken of consists of a vat about 
fifty feet long, ten feet deep and 
four feet wide. This is filled with 
hot water mixed with sulphur and 
lime through which they emerge 
dripping a beautiful sulphur color, 
This process is repeated again in a 
week or ten days or at the conven- 
ience of the ranchers. 

Surrounding the dip are erected 
numerous corrals from which the 
cattle are driven from one to another 


More than a week ago reports reached Gleichen 
that Mark Noddle had been killed in active service in 
France and now the report is confirmed by a letter 
received by Miss Annie Weddel from Sergeant Major Nor- 
ton, who encloses a half-written letter which the poor 
young fellow was obliged to leave off writing as he was 
ordered to go into the trenches from which he never 
returned to finish his letter to his friend. However, the 
letters appended tell the sad story in a way that all friends 
and readers will appreciate. 

Mark Noddle came from England when a lad of 
about eleven years with a number of other children 
brought to Canada by Barnado’s Orphan Home. He 
was adopted by A. Ferguson of Elmvaile, Simcoe Co., On- 
tario with whom he lived until he was 18 years of age. 
About five years ago he came to Gleichen and for a time 
worked for Wm. Ferguson, on his farm north of town

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party, who takes up an estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
éome out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for hia trouble or feed. Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter. The bran 


readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10c per 
mile, not to exceed 30 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading ot 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, The party 
ene the animal is responsible for 

1) charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner. No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November. 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 16c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars, South of the 
29th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,

And it will be only at the conclusion 
of the definite treaty which is going to 
readjust the map of Europe that the 
ultimate fate of such a power will be 
decided, at the same time that the 
indemnity charegable to each of the 
defeated nations will be settled and 
the benefits, territorial and other, of 
the victorious Allies will be appor- 
tioned. 

“In order to reach this goal the Al- 
lies are exerting al thelr resources in 
perfect unanimity and without keep- 
ing jealous count of one another. Aue 
suredly Great Britain does not con- 
duct this war with the blood of her 
allies, as the Cologne Zeitung con- 
tends, It has set up a formidable 
army, Which has by no means said its 
last word yet, and which will soon be 
at least doubled.

Expedition to Aid \Te 


McMillan Party} 


Will Leave This Summer to Search 
For Arctic Explorers Gone 
Two Years 

With instructions to make theit 
way along the Greenland coast as 
far north as possible, to Mtah if they 
force a pa:sage through the tumbling 
masses of berg and field ice, a relief 
expedition will be sent out this sum- 
mer by the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, for the Donald B, Mac: 
Millan expedition Mr. MacMillan 
and hig small group of fellow explorers 
have been buried in the frozen north 
for more than two ears. 

No particular fears are expressed by 
the officials of the museum that the 
explorers are in any danger, but as 
the second winter spent in the Arctic 
night generally has its worst effects 
on the men, no possibility of disaster 
will be overlooked, The most per 
fectly equipped expedition in the 
world may be overwhelmed when it 
seems in its best condition, as was 
illustrated by the recent disaster 10 
Sir Robert Scott in the Antarctic. 

Dr. MacMillan and his five compan- 
ions are now believed to be in their 
winter huts at Etah, but no word has 
been received from them since Augu.t 
nor can any come until midsummer. 

Should they be in need of assist- 
ance it would be (oo late to start an 
expedition after the call for help 
came, so the museum is taking no 
chances and will spend about 000 
to go to the aid of the men they sent 
north to discove Crocker Land, 
which was reported by Robert 1, 
Peary on one of his expeditions. 

The relief expedition will go aboard 
the Glendale, an auxiliary vesvel, that 
already has done work in the Arctic. 
The name of her commander will be 
announced later by the museum. Un- 
doubtedly he will be ono of the north- 
ern skippers the museum has employ- 
ed before—one who, they believe, will 
be able to navigate the dangerous 
Arctic seas, The ship will start about 
the end of the first week in July, She 


will coal and provision at Sydney, 
N.S., and the relief expecition will 
join her at Nova Scotia. 


Complete details have not been 
given out, Dr. Kdmund O. Hovey, chi f 
of the geological department of the 
museum, is now in the tropics, but is

“If the government determines that 
total prohibition of the manufacture 
and sale of alcohol is possible and is 
the only means of dealing with the 
drink trouble that diminishes 


our 
war efficiency every patriotic citizen 
will support it. But such a measure 
which would bar Devonshire, for in- 


stance, from its innocent and immem 
orial habit of drinking cider, might 
produce grave discontent and Jaw 
breaking. 

Another writer in the Times says: 

“My friends in Scotland have often 
told me t there was little or no 
drunkenness in Scotland in the eigh- 
teenth century, before the taxation of 
the Napoleonic wars had extinguish- 
ed the custom of drinking small beer, 
There is surely no reason why the 
blunder should be repeated as re- 
gards this country in these days.” 

“Tlave the teetotalers,” asks a cor- 
respondent, “never beard of extract 
of malt as a tonic for invalids? Or 
of stout to restore health and vigor? 
Malt and hops are a good fonte for 
the stomach, taken in moderation in 
the shape of beer, and have been used 


by our workmen for 600 years or 
more. Let Mr. Lloyd George reduce | 
the tax on beer to reasonable lim‘ts 
and then call the brewers together 


and put them on 
good beer with 


their honor to brew 
only mait and hops, 
and also appoint trustworthy men to 
see that it is done—any brewer break- 
ing his word to be heavily fined. 

All sorts of temperance drinks are 
being served on the tables at Windsor 
Castle, now that King George has put 
into effect his decision that no wines, 
spirits or beer shall be consumed in 
any of liis houses, The king’s favor- 
ite drink, it is said, is barley water, 
made in the ordinary way by pouring 
boiling water on the barley, letting it 
boi] for a short time anc then strain- 
ing it and adding a little lemon, The 
king also is fond of homemade lemon- 
ade. 

Many applications have been receivy- 
ed at Lloyds for insurance to cover 
the risk of the total prohibition of 
spirituous liquors, but as a rule the 
applicants have been unwilling to pay 
the high rates asked. Buch insurance 
as has been written has been at rates 


of from thirty to thirty-five per cent.”

Skilled Labor More Necessary on the 
Farm Than Elsewhere 


Farm labor is not unskilled labor 
by any means, It is skilled labor of 
the highest type, that is, it should be. 


| In point of fact, however, it ig now 


unskilled labor, Any man who can 
work is supposed to be good enough 
to work on a farm. More skill is 
required for farm labor thanvin any 
other industry. The laborer, to be 
efficient, must always be industrious 
and alive to the protisms which are 
presented to him, but he must be, 
to a certain extent, a carpenter, a 
blacksmith and a mechanic, The 
machinery of farm implements today 
is a complicated stuay. Every man 
who proposes to become a farm labor- 
ey should have the rudiments of mech- 
anics and the care of implements 
taught to him. He thus takes a pride 
in his machinery. 

1] could better afford to pay a care- 
ful and enthusiastic laborer, who 
would see that his implements were 
properly adjusted and cared for,
